TO ALL RADIO AMATEURS BT 


FOR REASONS YET UNKNOWN, THE WHV PROPAGATION BULLETIN SERVICE 
WAS REDUCED {N SCOPE AFTER AUGUST 20. THE GEOMAGNETIC k 
INDEX, FORMERLY UPDATED EVERY THREE HOURS, 1S NOW CHANGED 
ONLY TWICE DAILY. IF THIS [5 10 BE A PERMANENT ARRANGEMENT 
THE K INDEX INFORMATION WELL BE MUCH LESS USEFUL FOR SHORT 
TERM FORECASTING. THE NEW FORMAT STILL WORKS FOR KEEPING 
PROPAGATION RECORDS IN CHART FORM, BUT THE IMMEDIACY OF THE 
EIGHT K VALUES DAILY WILL BE SORELY MISSED. 


SO FAR IN AUGUST THE SOLAR FLUX HAS AVERAGED ABOUT 68, NOT A 


“BODE FIGURE FOR IMPROVED DX CONDITIONS ON 21, 24, AND 28 MHZ. 


DX WILL BE SLIGHTLY BETTER ON THESE BANDS THIS FALL EVEN WITH 
SUCH QUIET SUN FIGURES, BUT THE LOWER AMATEUR BANDS WILL 
REMAIN THE PRIME DX TERRITORY UNTIL ABOUT A YEAR CF ThE NEW 
CYCLE HAS PASSED. {F CYCLE 2! TURNS QUT TO SE OF AVERAGE 
LENGTH WE WILL HAVE AT LEAST A YEAR TO WAIT FOR A SIGNIFICANT 
UPTURN. 


DURING THE FORECAST WEEK WE MAY SEE SLIGHTLY HIGHER FLUX 
VALUES, BUT PROBABLY MOT ENOUGH 70 CHANGE THE PROPAGATION 
PICTURE MATERIALLY. THE GEQMAGNETIC DISTURBANCE OF THE PAST 
FEW DAYS {[S CALMING DOWN, BUT REALLY QUIET MAGNETIC FIELD 
CONDITIONS ARE NOT LIKELY UNTIL ABOUT SEPTEMBER 3. THE FIRST 
HALF OF THE NEW MGNTH SHOULD BRING FAIRLY GOOD PROPAGATION CN 
ALL OX FRERUENCIES, AND BY THEN THE SEASONAL EFFECTS

CYCLE 22. TO BEGIN 2057?

as we sit here near the end of cycle 21 can any of us doubt 
that cycle 22 is just around the corner? But what if 
abundant sunspots don’t saterialize for the next 70 years? 
Could it really happen? Has it ever happened before? I 
can’t predict the future hut 1 can offer evidence that the 
sun has been without sunspots in the past. This article was 
prepared using in¢oreation in “Eddy, John @., ‘The Case of 
the Missing Sunspots,’ May 1977, Scientific American, 
¥236:80-8." 


in 1610 Galileo was astonished to see large dark spots on the 
sun as he explored the heavens with his new telescope. He 
was the first in the western world to report such spots 
although they had been observed for centuries before by 
Oriental astronoaers. In 1843 Heinrich Schwabe noted that 
the sunspots seemed to cycle over a period of about 10 years. 
Later this cycle was refined to 11.2 years. 


In 1894 €, Walter Maunder published a paper in which he 
explained that for a period of about 70 years sunspots had 
been nearly non-existent. With 1893 having been a year of 
sunspot saxinua and with Schwabe’s $0 year cycle accepted, 
his paper was ignored by astronomers. He tried again in 1922 
with the same results. Six aonths after oublication he died 
while the sunspot cycle went on and on in aockery of his 
work, 


Or. John Eddy wrote a paper in 1977 in which he revived 
Maunder’s ideas and set out to prove hia correct. Eddy naaed 
the period of tiae froa 1445 to £715 the Maunder Minzaua. 
This was a tiae when for 32 years not a singke spot appeared 
on the Northern Hemisphere af the sun. For 63 years not acre 
than a single group of spots was seen at any one tine. 
Feriods of up to 10 years went by without a single spot being 
seen on the sun. 


What evidence has Dr. Eddy presented to justify our 
acceptance of the Maunder Minieus as real? Historical 
records of observatories support his ckaia. For example, in 
1671 2 new sunspot was reported in the scientific literature 
of the tie by 6D. Cassini and the editor felt obliged to 
give a lengthy explanation to the readers, it having been 10 
years since any spot had been seen. John Flamsteed, the 
first Astronomer Royal of Engtand, recorded how he searched 
the sun for 7 years before seeing a single spot. After 
Schwabe proved the cyclical nature of sunspots, the periods 
of absence were gradually forgotten by astroncaers. 


We know that aurora are directly related to the auaber of 
sunspots. Ouring the Naunder Miniaum hardly any reports of 
aurora were @ade in Europe and even in Scandinavia, where 
today they occur alaost nightly, aurora were considered 
portents. In 1714 Edaund Halley was so ispressed with 
viawing an aurora (the first he had seen in his 40 years) 
that he felt inclined to write a scholarly paper. Eddy 
reports that the nuaber of aurora sightings began to rise 


sharply in 1550, dropped alacst to nothing during the Naunder 
Mininua aad then jumped by a factoe of nearly 20 after i715. 


Yet another indicator of the sun’s activity is the sun’s 
corona, that blazing white ring seen around the sun during a 
total eclipse. Reports of a nueber of total eclipses between 
1645 and 1715 ¢o not vention corona. Instead astronoaers 
reported only a thin, dull, reddish ring around the sun. 


A study of the motion of sunspots shows us that the sun 
rotates at a rate of about 31 days at its equator. Drawings 
fade in [642-4 show the sun to have speeded up at least one 
full day. The difference between equatorial rotation and 
that at higher Latitudes had increased by 3 fold. 


We know that carbon-l4 is forsed in the earth’s upper 
ataosphere by the action of cosmic rays. When the sun is 
active the earth’s eagnetic field expands and shields us from 
these cosaic rays and the result is a decrease in the 
abundance of C-14, In 1958 a Dutch investigator observed 
that the abundance of €-14 in the rings of trees that had 
grown in the Yate 1600’s and early 1700’s was abnoraally 
high. This ts exactly what we would expect in a solar 
ainisus. 


During the tiee af the Maunder Niniaun, weather records show 
a cooling of the earth. This period corresponds to a tiae 
refered to by weather scientists as "The Little Ice Age." 
Eddy compared the C-14 data with other weather records 
including the advance and retreat of glaciers in furope and 
found "a fit like a key in a lock." Putting all this data 
together Eddy plots a graph showing solar activity back to 
the year 3000 BC. He suggests other solar miniauas have 
occurred centered around 1300 and 750 AD and 300, 750, and 
1300 BE. 


Two statesents by Eddy, I think, are significant. First, *I 
have come ta believe that in the lang view the present-day 
frequency of sunspots and auroras 15 probably unusual and 
that since the 17th century the activity of the sun has risen 
steadily to a very high level - a level perhaps unequaled in 
this sillenniua.* Second, “Lang ago we held that the sun was 
perfect, and when the telescope showed that tt had spots on 
it, we took coafort in the thought that it was at least 
reguiar in its behavior. {[t now appears to be neither of 
these and it is probably inconstant as well.* 


I wrote this for two reasons. First, I found this paper to 
be a most exciting detective story and I hope some ot you 
will read it and enjoy it as well. Secondly, as we await the 
harbinger of cycle 22 we aust at least consider history and 
wonder if the Maunder Minteua can coae again and sake us wal’ 
70 years for the OY good tiees to return.

The affected portion 
of the eye ts something like halfway back in the eyeball, and 
you won't see anything, If it happens te you, however, be 
assured that ophthalaological surgery has advanced

Since T have been waiting a long tiae for this and as 
under soge limited (but somewhat critical) edical 
restrictions for the tiae being, I aight be calling on sone 
af you for advice and assistance’ (lucky you') 

uike aany hams, I have long been relegated to dusty 
corners and inaccessible, cold, unfinished cellar rooes. As

into a cold, damp cellar ta take a long-shot chance at a “Sy" 
or sosathing else during a very brief opening. Now, however, 
with the prospect of a wara, dry place seai-devoted to the 
purpose, where I will be a lot for other reasons anyway, 1 
expect to be a lot aore active. Lives there a hae with soul 
so dead, who has not sald "Rather than pay this ti] 1 will 
check 20 aeters instead'*? especially 1 the rig is no nore 
than 5 feet away? 

No, no gargantuan towers or new beams yet (who can afford 
such things tamediately after buying a bigger house?], Sut 1 
like to think that J have growth potential. For now { aa 
gotng to have to settle for an 11-eleaent 2-meter beaa and a 
couple of dipoles. However, for the first tiae in ay life, 1 
have plenty of room tor a couple of full-sized dipoles.

MOUNT ATHOS de WOVX

The shops in 
Karyes are unearked. The two inns serve only wine and soup’ 

The principle of Athos is seclusion, not escape, frog the 
world. Sone of the monastaries now have electricity aad 
central heating. They also have visitors, too sany of ‘hes 
to suit most of the aonks. One monastary had alanst §,000 
visitors in uader a year, So, will there be valid operations 
from Athos? Hard to say but it dees sound like s fascinatiqg 

face to visit but don’t take your wife. No woaen allowed!
